or pursue any rabbit, gray, fox or black squirrel between the first 
day of February and the tenth day of September next succeed-
ing; but in the counties of Crawford, Grant, Iowa, Kenosha, La 
Fayette, Sauk, Door, Bayfield, Chippewa, Douglas, Price; Rusk, 
Taylor, Racine, Burnett, Polk, Barron, St. Croix, Monroe, Win-
nebago, Langlade, Forest, Florence, Shawano, Jackson, Clark,

CHAPTER 58. 
AN ACT to repeal section 20.63 of the statutes, and to create sec- 

tion 20.63 of the statutes; relating to the official state paper. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Section 20.63 of the statutes is hereby repealed. 
SECTION 2. There is added to the statutes a new section to be 

numbered and to read : Section 20.63. The legislature shall de-
clare some newspaper published in Wisconsin the official state 
paper, in which shall be officially published all the laws, adver-
tisements, proclamations and communications of every nature 
which may now or hereafter be required to he published in the 
official state paper. Any publication from either of the state de-
partments in such paper shall be deemed official. Until a fur-
ther designation is made the Evening Wisconsin of Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin, is declared to be the official state paper. The price 
paid for official printing in the official state paper shall not be 
more than sixty cents per folio for the first insertion and not 
more than thirty-five cents per folio for each subsequent insertion
